Convictions 
and 


Prejudices 


O YOU FEEL very strongly 
SPysvoxt certain things—eith- 
er for or against them? It 
may be that you really have a 
heartfelt conviction about the mat- 
ter—but there is an equal chance 
that you only have a prejudice. 
Prejudices are usually very bad, for 
that indicates that you have judged 
something before you heard both 
sides of it, and that you radically 
hold a view without any good rea- 
son. Convictions are good, for they 
are reached only after careful study 
and analysis of the subject; they 
are reached through the accumu- 
lation of facts and evidences. Keep 
your convictions, but discard your 
prejudices before they ruin you and 
others. 

A good criterion by which to 
know a conviction from a prejudice 
is this: you can discuss a con- 
viction in a private conversation 
with one of opposing views in calm, 
quiet conversational speech, when 
you must rely upon facts; but you 
cannot treat a prejudice so calmly,

above all things, to renew our 

minds on a few things which 
may have become dim in our mem- 
ory.

for wherein thou judgest another, 
thou condemnest thyself; for thou 
that judgest doest the same things” 
(Romans 2:1). Man has always 
looked and will always look for an 
excuse until he comes to the real- 
ization that excuses will not stand 
on the judgment day. If little Sam- 
my breaks the window, he will most 
likely try to find a way to shift 
the blame to his little sister, Sue. 
This has been the trend down 
through the ages among most 
children. We parents should do our 
best to teach our children against 
this sin. 

We hear so often now about the 
time we are living in.

NY GODLESS philosophy, 
Al regardless of the name it 
marches under, becomes 
materialistic in its concepts sooner 
or later. It does not change its 
nature just because it parades 
about with the Bible in its hand 
The Bible in the hand is on- 
ly valid if the Christ of the Bible 
is in the heart. Without Christ- 
centered Christian faith, the Chris- 
tian religion is an impotent imita- 
tion. That is why the current of 
world opinion is so badly divided 
at the moment. In many places the 
current runs from Moscow instead 
of flowing from the Christian West. 
What a shame that many people 
think that Moscow is the cham- 
pion of freedom and peace, while 
those who follow the Prince of 
Peace are looked upon as war- 
mongers. Part of the world’s un- 
derprivileged areas have been un- 
der the domination of the western 
so-called Christian influence. They 
have progressed very well in some 
places, but in other places they are 
almost what they were one hun- 
dred years ago. In these areas they 
can be easily persuaded to believe 
that Christianity is the tool of op- 
pressors, and that Communism 
holds the promise of freedom for 
them. Communism is not slow to 
take advantage of this situation, 
and it has its propaganda guns 
chattering night and day. What 
answer can Christianity give to the 
masses in these areas? What can 
it do to stem the tide of atheistic 
materialism and bring salvation to 
these lost millions? 
In the face of this question, old

methods of missionary promotion 
and evangelization are inadequate. 
Some are intensifying their school 
program, thinking that by a better 
education they can teach their 
converts the error of Communism. 
This will never work, because un- 
less two other things accompany 
this teaching, the educated native 
will become more susceptible to 
Communism than ever before. 
These two things are true regener- 
ation or conversion to Christianity 
and economic improvement for the 
underprivileged. The first, namely 
conversion or the new birth, can 
only be taught by those who really 
have it themselves. The second can 
only be brought about very grad- 
ually, because a high standard of 
living can only exist in a country 
where the educational standard is 
high. In the underprivileged coun- 
tries, only a very small number of 
the population are well educated 
and in the high salary group. These 
have to pay for the education of 
the masses of underprivileged, be- 
cause the underprivileged can pay 
little or nothing for themselves. In 
considering the task of bringing 
real Christian conversion to the 
native masses, we face another ob- 
stacle. Some missions are bringing 
in many more white workers in an 
effort to evangelize more of the 
Africans. But already the black 
man is not flattered to have a 
white man preaching to him. He 
prefers to hear the gospel from his 
own people. Communism has seized 
the opportunity to tell them that 
Christianity is a white man’s re- 
ligion. As a result of this, it is be- 








coming increasingly difficult for a 
white man to get a hearing in some 
parts of Africa. The only answer 
that Christianity can give is to send 
the trained native worker to his 
own people with the gospel. Alas 
however, many missions are not 
equipped to do this. Those who have 
bent every effort toward schools 
have not erected ministerial train- 
ing institutions. Those who have at- 
tempted to evangelize the un- 
reached by the means of white mis- 
sionaries have only trained a few 
native assistants. None of these 
have sufficient training to take a 
place of leadership among their 
own people. This is the condition 
of much mission work at this hour, 
while Africa is a continent in fer- 
ment. Of her 220 to 230 million 
people, 85 million are Moham- 
medans, about 25 to 30 million are 
Communists or Communist sym- 
pathizers, and only a little more 
than 20 million are professing 
Christians, including Protestants 
and Catholics. 

The Mohammedans are sending 
about one thousand missionaries 
each year into Africa. They are 
Africans, not white people! They 
are not supported by their religion, 
but they go forth with fanatical 
zeal, trusting to get a livelihood 
from those among whom they la- 
bor. They spend little or no time 
educating their converts, except in 
teaching them to read the Koran, 
and they are not concerned about 
the economic condition of their 
converts. Communism, on the oth- 
er hand, is even going so far as to 
take Africans to Moscow for ad- 
































vanced training in revolutionary 
tactics. They send groups of trained 
agitators and revolutionaries into 
the underprivileged areas. These 
spearhead teams of propagandists 
are looked upon as being expend- 
able. They are suicide squads who 
generally will gladly give their lives 
for the cause of Communist world 
revolution. They are written off in 
the same manner that an ordi- 
nance depot might write off a con- 
signment of artillery shells sent 
to the battlefield. They are dedi- 
cated men, possessed of an infernal 
consecration to die as martyrs if 
necessary. The dedication of these 
men is one of the secrets of Com- 
munistic expansion. Any person is 
impressed with dedicated service 
and sacrifice. This is why Chris- 
tianity will not succeed unless it 
also produces teams of suicide 
squads who are dedicated to the 
death to bring the gospel of life to 
those who have never heard it. This 
was the secret of the success of 
the church in Saint Paul’s time. 
They gladly died for their testi- 
mony, and considered that it was 
worth sacrificing their lives that 
others might know Christ. However, 
this was not a mere knowledge 
of Christian dogma or ethics. It 
was the personal knowledge 
of Jesus Christ and the assurance 
of His vicarious death and bodily 
resurrection. Without these basic 
Spirit-born convictions, the church 
will never send forth men who are 
willing to die for the message. 
Without these convictions, Chris- 
tianity becomes limited to this life 
and its activities, and Paul says 
that if in this life only we have 
hope, we are of all men most mis- 
erable. Who is going to be willing 
to give his life for a miserable 
philosophy? Here is the basic rea- 
son why Communism is succeed- 
ing against so-called Christianity 
in many places. Their men are 
more dedicated than many of those 
who are going through the actions 
of Christian witnesses. 

We have long since passed the 
point of no return in this battle of 
world-wide evangelism. Christianity 
must win through a service that is 
dedicated to the point of death. It 
must show the love of God, and 
preach the doctrines of Christianity 


in such a way that the primitives 
who hear will also see that the 
message is accompanied with gen- 
uine interest and true understand- 
ing of what is really needed. The 
Christian missionary must be a 
man who is informed regarding 
world conditions. He must know the 
answers to the problems caused 
by Communism and any other anti- 
Christian idea. But far above and 
beyond these, he must know God 
and have a God-given passion for 
the souls of men. His task must be 
a definite answer on his own part 
to a divine imperative in his soul. 
His own life must be counted as 
little account in the face of the 
importance of his message and the 
knowledge of his Master. He must 
be able to teach others and to in- 
spire them to take the gospel to 
their people, but his own conse- 
cration and inspiration must be as 
great as that which he wishes to 
inculcate in the hearts of his stu- 
dents. This is what happened in 
the New Testament times, and it 
conquered the world for Christ. It 
is the only answer to the call of 
lost missions and the sole avenue 
of defeating world Communism. 
In summing up the matter, how- 
ever, we cannot stop with the mis- 
sionary. It was not to the mission- 
ary that Christ gave the great com- 
mission. It was to the Church as a 
whole! We may have hundreds of 
the right kind of missionaries on 
the field, but if we do not have the 
right kind of a Spirit-filled church 
behind them, they will not get very 
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far. The rank and file of Chris- 
tianity must also become aware of 
the desperation of the dreadful 
hour in which we live. They also 
must not count their lives nor their 
possessions dear unto themselves 
as they face the responsibility of 
measuring up to the challenge of 
this moment. To triumph in this 
battle of world-wide survival, the 
church must stop thinking in terms 
of survival, and revolutionize her 
thinking to the point of positive 
world conquest. 

When I was in America a few 
months ago, a man asked me what 
I thought we should do in order to 
survive. I told him that the thought 
of survival had not entered my 
mind, because Christ had given me 
a commission whose sole objective 
was conquest—WORLD CON- 
QUEST. It is not a matter of de- 
fensive action, but of COUNTER- 
REVOLUTION. We have no com- 
mission to defend ourselves. That 
is God’s business! The marching 
orders from the King of Kings em- 
braces world conquest, through 
the power of the Holy Spirit, and 
with the same “lifé-losing” aban- 
don that sent the apostles to vic- 
tory through the martyr’s fires. 
With this Spirit, this vision, and 
this attitude, Christianity shall be 
able to follow her LEADER to vic- 


tory, and to snatch from Com- 


munism not only the initiative, 
where it has been lost, but also to 
gain absolute and ultimate victory. 
Let us look to Him and gird our- 
selves for the divine task.

McMECHEN, W. Va.—I attended 
the Church of God in Wheeling, W. 
Va., where Sister Caroline Bach- 
man is pastor. There I was saved 
on August 21, 1952. God sanctified 
me on August 31, and baptized me 
with the Holy Ghost on October 7 
of the same year. I was happy in 
the service of the Lord. 
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On May 30, 1953, however, Satan 
moved on me. The Sunday 
School had planned a picnic, and 
I was very interested in going. As 
I cannot drive, my husband was 
to take me in our car. He was 
unsaved at that time. 

Everything was loaded in the car 
and we were ready to go when 
Henry, my husband, said, “Today is 
my sister’s birthday.” We went a 
couple of blocks and he turned the 
car and said, “That picnic won’t 
miss us. We are on our way to 
Cambridge, Ohio.” I begged him 
and I prayed, but he only drove 
faster. When we got to his sister’s 
house, unannounced and unwant- 
ed, I could feel evil spirits all 
around me. 

After we had been there a couple 
of hours Henry’s sister said to me, 
“Rose, where is your make-up? 
You look like an old witch without 
it.” I said, “I don’t wear it.” Henry 
said, “Don’t you know that she’s a 
‘saint’ from the Church of God? 
She returns thanks over every 
meal. She prays night and morn- 
ing—and in the middle of the 
night, too. She goes to church all 
the time. I can’t do a thing with 
her.” They talked like that all day. 


The next time Mother Bachman 
saw me I was wearing lipstick. 
She said, “Shame on you, Rose.” 
I was so confused and my feelings 
were hurt; I just walked off and 
left her pleading after me. To 
make ig worse, I told Henry 
what had happened and he dared 
me to go back to church. Needless to 
say, I did not go. 

In September 1953 we moved to 
our new home in McMechen. We 
had lived there only a short time 
when the pastor of another church, 
not a Pentecostal church, came to 
our house and asked us both to 
come to that church. To me it was 
wonderful; out of my yard and into 
the churchyard. I attended serv- 
ices there about three years. I 
taught Sunday School there over 
two years. 

One Sunday I felt ill, but I went 
to church. I asked for prayer for 
my body as I had been taught to 


y 
do in the Church of God. The pas- 





tor did not anoint me, or lay his 
hands on me, or pray for me in 
the way that Mother Bachman had 
always done. Instead, he went over 


into a corner, leaving me where I 
was, and prayed that his God 
would help me. It did not seem 
right to me; so I asked God if I 
were in His will. Well, the power 
of God just swooped down on me, 
and the next thing I knew I was 
being escorted to the nearest exit. 
I never went back. 

A short time later I learned that 
I had cancer. I was taken to the 
Wheeling Hospital for medical at- 
tention. I lay there 4 days while 
doctors from all over the valley 
checked me. Dr. Wm. Perilman and 
Dr. C. S. Bickel operated on me 
and removed 52 inches of the lower 
intestinal tract. They treated me 
with radium twice. After a few 
weeks I went home, not knowing 
what was in store for me. 

On August 4, 1958, I went to the 
Ohio Valley General Hospital for 
30 cobalt treatments. I had 5 treat- 
ments a week for 6 weeks. After 
the thirtieth cobalt treatment I 
had blood tests and X rays at the 
hospital and at the doctor’s office. 
Because the cobalt had burned out 
many of my blood cells I had to 
take 1300 blood capsules. 


During the latter part of May, 
1959, my doctor discovered that I 
had cancerous tumors inside the 
intestines I had left. He said that 
he could not operate there again. 
The only thing for me to do was to 
take more cobalt. So I went back 
to the hospital for 10 more treat- 
ments. I passed the core of one of 
the tumors on July 3. I was so sick 
that I thought I would die. I could 
not digest my food and eliminate 
it in the normal manner. Anything 
that I ate would, after only a few 
minutes, be brought up. The poison 
of it affected my mouth; I had to 
have all my teeth removed and the 
bones of my jaws scraped and 
sprayed. 

I had been reading my Bible and 
praying all this time. God showed 
me that I had to go home and tell 
everyone that I was sorry, and do 
my first works over. On July 25, 
1959, I went back to the Church 
of God in Fulton. Mother Bachman 
is still pastor there. Yes, I went 
back to my church, my God and 
God’s people. Because I was obed- 
ient to His Word, God took me 
back as I was 6 years ago, and, 
praise His name, He healed me at 
the same time. Since He healed me 
I have passed 8 more tumors with 
no ill effects whatsoever. Now, one 
month later, I am eating almost 
anything, and am beginning to feel 
like my old self again. 

On August 14 I went back to 
have a check-up. Dr. Perilman and 
Dr. Bickel could find nothing at all 
wrong with me; my pulse, heart 
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and blood were all normal. In fact, 

Dr. Perilman said that he had nev- 

er seen me in such good health. 

I told them that my God had heal- 

ed me. I know He healed me! I 

sneer God for this wonderful heal- 
g. 


Now my cup of joy is really run- 
ning over! My husband started go- 
ing to church with me right after 
God healed me. God granted him 
mercy and wondrously saved him. 
What a great God we have! Please 
pray for us that we may always 
be true to our wonderful Saviour.

REMEMBER THAT HEBREWS 7 is an ex- 
planation of Christ’s priesthood and not Melchisedec’s. 
It is strongly contended that Christ was a priest in the 
same manner as Melchisedec. Among the Israelites, on- 
ly those who were of the tribe of Levi could serve as 
priests. The Levites were priests because of their par- 
entage or their descent, and not because of any special 
qualifications or calling. Because Jesus was in the tribe 
of Judah, many of the Hebrews disputed that He could 
be a priest; since neither His father nor His mother 
had been of the tribe of Levi, they claimed it was 
impossible for Him to fill such a ministry. The writer 
of Hebrews is arguing that Christ was not a priest 
just as Melchisedec had been. Melchisedec was not the 
son of a priest and was not of a priestly family; yet 
God had called his especially into that ministry. His 
priesthood was by special appointment rather than by 
paternal succession. ‘The subject is not Melchisedec 
the man, who certainly had a father and a mother 
and descent, and beginning of days, and end of life; 
but the subject is Melchisedec the priest, whose priest- 
hood was without father, without mother, without 
descent, having neither beginning of days, nor end of 
life. Jesus was a priest in the same manner.

JUDGING BY THE many times I am 
asked this question, it seems to be a serious problem 
with many people. There is no doubt that the devil 
uses it very effectively in discouraging backsliders 
about seeking the Lord. 

Two Scriptures give rise to this misunderstanding 
and despair: Hebrews 6:4-6 and Hebrews 10:26. As is 
obvious from the title “Hebrews,” this was written to 
the Jews who had accepted Christ. Today it applies to 
all Christians who find themselves in the same po- 
sition as those early Jewish Christians. The estab- 
lished Jewish sacrifices were sufficient for atonement 
until the beginning of the dispensation of grace. The 





Jewish high priest made an annual sacrifice for the 
sins of the Jewish people, and this sacrifice was ac- 
ceptable to God. Likewise, individual sin offerings were 
made, and they were acceptable to God. Many Jews 
who were converted to the gospel of Christ later be- 
came discouraged by persecution of the Christians and 
drifted back to their former religion. They reasoned 
that if their former sacrifices had once been suffi- 
cient for their sins they would continue to be so. 

In Hebrews 10:26 the apostle is showing that where- 
as in time past there had been acceptable sacrifices 
for sins, these sacrifices were no longer sufficient for 
those who had heard the preaching of grace. The 
Scripture did not mean, and does not mean today, 
that a backslider who has sinned willfully cannot re- 
new himself to Christ. We must remember that any 
sin, except blasphemy of the Holy Ghost, whether it 
is willful or unwillful, before or after salvation, can be 
forgiven. 

Hebrews 6:4-6 deals with this same truth. Christ in 
His crucifixion is the supreme sacrifice for our sins; 
and when we are once enlightened concerning this, 
and taste of His truth, and partake of the Holy Ghost, 
and taste the good Word of God afid the powers of 
the world to come, we cannot fall away to our former 
acts of repentance. Any Jewish convert who tried to 
withdraw from Christ into Judaism, was guilty of cru- 
cifying the Lord afresh. As soon as the knowledge of 
the truth of Christ is received it becomes the only 
road to salvation. 

There are many scriptural admonitions for back- 
sliders to restore themselves unto the Lord, even 
though they may have sinned willfully. All these prove 
that such backslidden persons can be saved through 
faith in Christ, for they would not be in the Bible if 
it were impossible to be restored.

DIVORCE WAS CERTAINLY not in God’s 
original plans for married life and the home. Because 
of the hardness of the people’s hearts, God eventually, 
through Moses, permitted the act of divorcement un- 
der certain circumstances. While this was not the 
ideal, it was better than the murder or other abuse 
that frequently resulted when a marriage was vio- 
lated. Jesus made it clear that divorce is not permitted 
because of some personal whim or superficial reason, 
but only because of fornication (see Matthew 5:31, 32; 
19:3-11). This, no doubt, has reference to any form 
of marital infidelity, for adultery and fornication are 
frequently used interchangeably in the Scriptures.

“Mr. Nutcracker”—The 
Missing Link? 

LONDON (EP)—Nearly 500 emi- 
nent scientists assembled in a lec- 
ture hall in London’s Piccadilly 
Square recently to view the first 
public display of a skull found in 
an African jungle by Dr. Louis 
Leakey, curator of the Croydon 
Museum at Nairobi. The experts 
looked into the eye sockets of the 
rotted, battered skull and made 
some remarkable conclusions: that 
it was between 600,000 and a mil- 
lion years old; that it was of an 
18-year-old boy about five feet tall 
with a barrel chest, huge collar- 
bones, and slender limbs; that his 
brain was half the size of modern 
man’s; that the skull nage ee the 
missing link to prove the theory of 
evolution expounded by Charles 
Darwin a century ago. For the lat- 
ter qualities, the scientists nick- 
named the skull “Mr. Nutcracker,” 
and eed with Dr. Leakey (who 
worked for 30 years to dig the skull 
out of a cave) that he had “dis- 
covered the remains of the con- 
necting link between the South 
African ‘ape men’ and true man.”

Protestant Mother Claims 
Catholic Practices in 
Public School 

COLUMBUS, Ohio (EP) — In a 
stormy State Board of Education 
meeting here, a Protestant mother 
with three children enrolled in the 
Kalida Elementary School charged 
that all the students in the school 
still were required to open the day 
with the sign of the cross. 

An earlier controversy had 
prompted an investigation. A re- 
port of four investigators declared 
that all faults had been corrected 
by the Kalida School System. They 
said that certain texts had been 
changed, crucifixes removed, and 
the practice of saying prayers had 
ended. 

But Mrs. Byron Sybert then 
charged that her children, along 
with the others, were required to 
begin the school day with the sign 
of the cross. When Superintendent 
John Phillips denied this charge, 
Mrs. Sybert said, “I know it is true, 
because my children told me.” 

The school, which is owned by 
St. Michael Roman Catholic 
Church, is leased to the state for 
$8,100 a year. It is staffed by 11 Ro- 
man Catholic nuns and two lay 
teachers. 

Dr. E. E. Holt, state superintend- 
ent of public instruction, says he 
will continue the investigation and 
will also look into Mrs. Sybert’s 
charges that Protestant children 
must wait 30 minutes for the school 
bus after dismissal of the school 
at 3 p.m. During that 30 minutes, 
the Catholic children are receiving 
religious instruction. 


Catholic Official Supports

“Blue-nosed” Enemies 

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (EP)— 
The radio and television director 
of the Grand Rapids Roman Cath- 
olic diocese urged tavern keepers 
here to “stand up and fight the 
blue-nosed enemies of the liquor 
industry.”
